the past five years, putting the 
tongue in the cheek and crying 
•shame" at the farmer who main- 
tained an 87 per cent level of the 
1929 production during the same 
five years. 
"Planning simply means looking 


squarely at facts and following the 
best possible course to meet them.

FLOODS ADD TO 


MENACEOF FOG 


Rivers In East Swollen 


By Rain; Shipping: 


Losses Mount. 
(By the Akwdatcd Press.> 


The threat of floods was added 


to the menace of fog today as un- 
seasonably 
warm 
weather con- 


tinued over a large area extend- 
ing from the eastern seaboard into 
the midwest. 


Vermont rivers, fed by melting 


ice and snow, rose rapidly and 
some ovei flowed, covering roads 
and blocking traffic. 
Fear of a 


repetition of the disastrous floods 
of 1927 grew as rain increased the 
swollen streams. 


Highways 
and 
homes were 


flooded in parts 
of 
New York 


state. Residents of five cottages 
at Port Crane, near Binghamton. 
were rescued 
as 
flood waters 


from the steadily mounting Chen- 
ango river threatened their homes. 


The fog which has menaced 


transportation for four days re- 
mained 
unabated, 
adding new 


losses to shipping which already 
have mounted to more than $1,- 
000,000 in the New York area 
alone. 


Airplane travel was still great- 


ly reduced. The fog, together 
with intermittent rain, extended 
into the west, with Chicago still 
blanketed. At Joliet state peni- 
tentiary, the fog was so thick yes- 
terday the warden kept his 5,800 
prisoners in their cells.

elevation to their character, that 
at times it approaches to sublim- 
ity. Nothing can be more touching 
than to behold a soft anu tender 
female, who had been all weak- 
ness and dependence, and alive to 
every trivial roughness, while 
treading the prosperous paths of 
life, suddenly rising in mental 
force to be the comforter and sup-

Reilly brought up his ire by

brought from the attorney: 


"So, it is your sworn testimony 


then that you made no effort to 
capture the man to whom you say 
you gave $50,000, the man who 
doublccrossed you on the ran- 
som?" 


"I didn't say that," parried Jaf- 


sie, 
explaining there was too 


much traffic to permit a chase. 


Jafsie denied ever telling any- 


body that he 
thought a gang 


which kidnaped the 
baby had 


headquarters on City island. 


Shortly before court recessed 


for lunch at 12:31 p. m., Reilly 
brought a woman forward in the 
courtroom, and asked Condon if 
he knew her. Her name was given 
as Mrs. Terrain and Jafsie re- 
membered her only as a woman 
who came to his house with an- 
other named Mrs. Busch. 


Reilly held up two letters, and 


asked Jafsie if he did not show 
them to Mrs. Busch and tell her 
they were in the handwriting of 
the kidnapers.

Asked About Transfer. 


And before the session's end was

Returns So "Hollow Cough." 
In the cross examination Reilly 


pounded again on the 
"hollow 


cough'' that the mysterions 'John' 
had when he sat on a park bench 
with Condon for an hour to dis- 
cuss the ransom. The defense may 
contend that Condon talked, not 
to Hauptmann, but to Isador 
Fisch who died of tuberculosis in 
Germany. Hauptmann has claimed 
that Lindbergh 
ransom money 


found in his possession was given 
to him by Fisch for safekeeping. 


Dr. Condon readily 
admitted 


that he told his neighbors he was 
the "Jafsie" of the Lindbergh ran- 
som advertisements. 


The defense attorney went back 


and forth over his story, looked' 
for any possible loophole in the 
details, for something with which 
to attack Jafsie's credibility. 


The business became grimmer 


than before. Today there was no 
laughter when the educator de- 
manded the attorney "speak Eng- 
ligh." The attorney returned: ,"I 
can't speak 
Doctor." 


baby talk for you, 


The manners of attorney, and 


witness started polite, each seem- 
ing to respect the other's prowess 
exhibited in the previous verbal 
jousting. 
"I will try not to bother you 


today." Jafsie told the man whom 
he calls "the Bull of Brooklyn." 


"That is all right Doctor," pol- 


itely returned Reilly. 


The decks thus cleared for an 


expected 
battle of wits, 
Reilly 


plunged into little details, minute 
corners of Jafsie's recital which 
he gave for the state. 


Ask For His Loric. 


From one piece of the story to 


another Reilly flitted in- his at- 


"Tallyho!" 


tempt to break down the old edu- 
cator's credibility. He made him 
account for the logic of each of his 
statements, and sometimes the re- 
tort provoked mirth at the attor- 
ney's expense. 


When the attorney contended it 


was unusual for a man to be 
climbing out of a cemetery at night 
and demanded: "Did you ever 
climb out of a graveyard at night?" 
the answer was: "I've never been 
in one at night." And the result 
caused Justice Thomas W. Trench- 
ard to bring down his gavel to stop 
the laughter. 


Reilly's first questions of the 


day of significance pertained to 
the "hollow cough" of the man 
known as "John." He wanted to 
know if it was a hard cough, a soft 
cough, its exact nature. 


""Did the cough appear to come 


from his lungs?" 


"Yes, sir, that's it." 
The defense counsel made Jafsie 


demonstrate his description of 
"John's" actions in pulling up his 
coat lapels to cover his face during 
the ransom interview, and this it 
was expected was with a view to 
showing that 
identification of 


Hauptmann was faulty, that Jafsie 
did not actually see "John's" face. 


The elderly educator carried out 


every request but one. He would 
not put on a soft brown hat. 


"I wear a derby!" he declared. 


Less the Actor Thursday. 


Dr. Condon was less of the actor 


on the stand today, grimmer, but 
bis wit still was with him and he 
pierced any opening he could find 
in Reilly's armor. Once he cor- 
rected the attorney's grammar. 


Among the scenes of the day 


was Reilly swinging an arm. as a 
compass, to indicate direction, and 
Jafsie shouting: 
"More, more, 


there! Whoa!" 
Then another time, when Jafsie 


was redescribing how "John" 
climbed a cemetery gate "Turner 
fashion," he said, "You can al- 
ways tell a palooka—." 


"A what?" the attorney wanted 


to know. 


"I don't know the meaning of 


the word," returned the educator. 
"They call it a 'palooka' if he does 
not act with grace." 


Examining him about the sleep- 


ing suit which "John" returned to 
the Lindbergh* through Jafsie to 
"prove" possession of the baby, 
Reilly asked him if he ever bought 
such sleeping suits, and Jafsie 
came back: "That is the woman's 
work." 


Reilly bore down on that part of 


Condon's story in which he said 
"John"' told 
him he was 
a 


Scandanavian, but he could not get 
the Bronx man to say that he had 
told others the man was a Scan- 
danavian. 


"I said that he said he was a 


Scandanavian — many time s,': 
Jafsie told him. 


Nor would Jafsie acknowledge 


the counselor's implication that he 
told persons the man he talked to 
as "John" had a scar on his face. 


"Never!" he said.

At the age 
of four he moved with his parents 
to Wisconsin, where tie was edu- 
cated in the Spring Green acad- 
emy. He also took a commercial 
course in the Eastman business 
college. 


To Nebraska In 1866. 


It was not until 1866 that Mr. 


Evans made his first trip to Ne- 
braska, crossing the plains in that 
year with a four-mule team. He 
went from Nebraska City across to 


ing town of Lowell where he 
edited the Lowell Register for 
many years. Later he edited the 
Button Register at Sutton, being 
one of its earliest editors. His edi- 
torial career in the state covered a 
period of about ten years. 


Before coming west, however, 


he was one of the many youths 
who served in the Civil war. He 
volunteered at the beginning of 
the war and served all through the 
strife with Company E of the 49th 
Wisconsin Infantry. He was mus- 
tered out in November, 1865, at 
St. Louis, a first sergeant, not yet 
21 years old. 


Founded Stockham. 


Following three and one-half 


years as a clerk and a cashier in 
the internal 
revenue office 
at 


Omaha he founded the town of 
Stockham for the Northwestern 
railway. He personally platted the 
town and supervised the sale of 
lots. He founded a bank there and 
for seven years was its cashier. 


In 1896 he moved to a farm east 


of Kenesaw, Neb,, in Adams coun- 
ty, where he farmed for many 
years. In 1899 he was elected to 
the legislature from Adams county 
on the republican ticket and in 
1911 again served for a term as a 
legislator. During that term he was 
the minority candidate for speaker 
of the house. 


During his legislative career he 


framed the presidential primary 
law. As a member of trie constitu- 
tional convention of 1920 he as- 
sisted in framing the section of 
the constitution constituting the 
board of pardons. Earlier in his 
career he was ah ardent supporter 
of the movement to have the initi- 
ative^and referendum put into the 
constitution. 


Ardent Prohibitionist. 


He had always been an ardent 


prohibitionist and in the 1911 ses- 
sion of the legislature was the au- 
thor of a law on some phase of the 
liquor question which a committee 
of the house had reported for in- 
definite postponement. On the day 
that the report came before the 
house for adoption, Evans arose 
and began a one-man filibuster in 
an effort to stave off action until 
absent friends of the bill could be 
rallied to its support. 


He talked all morning and at 


long past noon he halted long 
enough for some one to suggest a 
recess. After luncheon he returned 
to his place on the floor and again 
began his filibuster, filling in his 
tune by reading from the Bible, 
from the famous poets and authors. 
Finally some one arose and on a 
point of order that no speaker 
could retain the floor more than 
five minutes the filibuster was 
halted and the bill reported ad- 
versely. 
For about six years, under Gov- 


ernors 
Weaver and McMullen, 


Evans was a clerk in the gover- 
nor's office. He assisted with the 
writing of almost all of the gover- 
nors' proclamations in those years. 


Headed State G. A. R. 


In 1912 Mr. Evans was an un- 


successful candidate for the office 
of state auditor and in 1916 ran 
for the state senate from Adams 
and Clay counties, but was de- 
feated. He was a former depart- 
ment commander of the Nebraska 
Grand Army of the Republic. For 
15 years he served as a member of 
the Kenesaw school board. He was 
affiliated with the Masonic lodge 
and with the Odd Fellows. 


His last public appearance was 


made just about a year ago, when 
on February 8, 1934. he served as 
toastmaster at a banquet given in 
Lincoln in honor of the visiting 
national commander of the G. A. 
R., Oof Russell Martin of Los An-

Senate Decrees 


Its Desks Shall 
Not Be Littered 


By 13 votes to 11 the Nebraska 


senate Thursday morning decreed 
that no outsider shall be permit- 
ted to distribute mimcograped or 
printed literature in the chamber, 
by laying it on the desks of the 
members, without first seeing the 
lieutenant governor, secretary of 
the senate, and scrgeant-at-arms 
and obtaining their consent. 


This motion, offered by Senator 


Stewart, was intended to shut off 
a flood of propaganda matter and 
advertising circulars coming in 
day by day, some of it unsigned, 
and some having no relation to 
legislative questions, which sena- 
tors 
find 
cluttering 
up 
their 


desks when they come in. 


Van Kirk Objects. 


The only vocal objection to 


Stewart's proposal came from 
Senator Van Kirk, who didn't 
like the idea of having the lieu- 
tenant governor act as guardian1 
for the solons, even to protect 
them from the "junk" now being 
poured in upon them daily. 


It took a standing vote and 


count of noses to decide whether 
the privilege of peddling "junk" 
to senators should be restricted. 


The only bill introduced in the 


senate Thursday morning was a 
proposal signed by Senators Mc- 
Gowan, Green, Brodecky, Mc- 
Mahon, and Sullivan for the rati- 
fication of the child labor amend- 
ment to the United States con- 
stitution. It was labeled S. F. 21. 
A similar measure was before the 
legislature in 1923 but failed of 
adoption. 


The state farmers' union placed 


itself on record Wednesday as 
opposing ratification. Hostile pe- 
titions from citizens of Thayer 
and Red Willow counties have 
been received by both branches 
of the legislature. A number of 
lobbyists have enrolled, however, 
to work for favorable action. 


Colfax Memorial. 


A memorial from the Colfax 


county taxpayers' alliance was 
presented by Senator Brodecky, 
relative to these matters of legis- 
lation: 


Favoring a one-house assembly of 33 


members 
taking the present senatorial 
districts as the basis of representation. 
Opposing creation of 
a state 
police 
force. 


Forbidding husbands and wives to hold 
public positions when either draws $1.000 
Or more pay. and making it Illegal for 
any officer to have tuo public jobs at a 
combined salary of SI,000 or more 


Establishment of a state liability bond- 
ing fund with a S300.000 revoving ap- 
propriation to assume surety risks on 
all DUbhc officials. 


The senate recessed for an hour 


during the forenoon and then re- 
assembled to go to the house 
chamber for the joint session to 
hear Chester A. Davis, federal 
agricultural adjustment chief, 
and State Treasurer Hall. 


At 2 o'clock the body recon- 


vened to permit Lt. Gov. Jurgen- 
sen to sign the appropriation 
bills. Constitutional formality says 
they shall be signed in the pres- 
ence of the senate before they go 
to the governor for his considera- 
tion.

State to pay them life 
compensation when they are forced by 
disability to give up their employment, 
unless old age pensions are available. 
While Maloney doubtless in- 


tended that money raised from 
taxation on all kinds of liquor 
should go into the state general 
fund, his bill as drawn specifies 
only that received from "malt 
beverages."

Lancaster county started 1935 


with total cash on hand in various 
funds of $478,878, according to the 
report of balances shown by Coun- 
ty Treasurer Albers as of Decem- 
ber 31.

balance of $145,615 and the district 
school fund a balance of $171,596.

TWO speeches delivered within the last week, 
Huey Long definitely hoisted a presidential 


banner for 1936. Incredible as it seems, the Loui- 
siana Kingfish has serious designs upon the presi- 
dency of the United States. The pot began stew- 
ing months ago,'when the overlord of a southern 
state found he could not boss Franklin Roosevelt. 
Then was laid the foundation for what has been 
happening in the last seven days. For the presi- 
dent at that time took him aside much after the 
fashion that a spanking is administered to a small 
child out in the woodshed, and gently, but never- 
theless firmly, dusted off his pants. 


It was all very disconcerting and annoying to the 


Kingfish. 


He wasn't accustomed to that kind of treatment. 


As a politician, he had a pardonable egotism in his 
accomplishments, and for a time he was surprised 
in meeting his master. And why shouldn't he? He 
came out of the hills to study laws; he studied at 
the University of Oklahoma and at Tulsa univer- 
sity, and was admitted to practice as recently as 
1915. In the year that the World war closed, he 
took his first public job as a member of the rail- 
road commission of Louisiana, 
and three years 


later became a member of the public service com- 
mission. In 1924, he was a candidate for governor 
unsuccessfully and four years later realized his am- 
bition by election to a four-year term, which he 
did not complete, for in 1931, Long was elevated 
to the United States senate. 


If his record as revealed in Who's Who is cor- 


rect, Senator Long achieved 
another distinction. 


It is said there that he practiced law almost con- 
tinuously while holding public 
office, 
appearing 


frequently in public utility litigation on behalf of 
the state, and for state bodies, and departments in 
other matters. Twice efforts were made to im- 
peach him in the legislature, once while serving on 
the public service commission and the other as 
governor, only to be abandoned and withdrawn. 
On the bright side of the ledger it is recorded he 
instituted the paved road program for Louisiana, 
drafted the free school textbook law, founded the 
school of medicine at the Louisiana state univer- 
sity, established a home • for epileptics, instituted 
a program to eradicate illiteracy, fathered the leg- 
islation for building the new state capitol, and for 
bridging navigable streams.

WASHINGTONIAN in whose judgment we 
have great confidence once said that despite 


his antics, Huey Long possessed the brightest mind 
he had seen enter the senate in twenty-five years 
That makes him the more dangerous. Despite the 
fact he fits into the role of clown on many occa- 
sions, that he outrages every sense of decency on 
others, that in many of his utterances he reveals 
a spirit which deserves the sharpest criticism, it is 
not at all improbable that Senator Long will prove 
a very serious annoyance to the president in the 
present congressional 
session. The enmity is 


deep se 
out incurring his hatred, and while Mr. Roosevelt, 
gentleman and scholar that he is, kindly and con- 
siderate, found it necessary to put Long in his 
place, and did so with the slightest amount of hu- 
miliation for the Louisianan possible, he did re- 
buke him. That is the unpardonable crime in the 
eyes of a man so inflated with a sense of power, so 
contemptuous of opposition, so essentially a dic- 
tator. 


It is difficult to laugh Huey. Long out of public 


life, which is the fate he richly deserves. Already 
he has survived ordeals which would have termi- 
nated the public careers of most men. He has an 
uncanny ability to get to voters and to stimulate 
popular imagination. It is impossible to ascribe it 
to personality. The Kingfish in a personal sense 
oilers no appeal. He is short and stodgy and his 
mannerisms are unpleasant But he's young—he 
was born in August 1893 and he will not attain 
his forty-second birthday until next summer—and 
he's audacious, impudent and insolent but he has 
the fighting heart to keep boring in. He says he 
has followed the leader through three years of Ihe 
Roosevelt depression. He has followed no one but 
himself and he never for the slightest fraction of a 
second has forgotten his dreams and his plans. But 
in tackling the president in challenging the Roose- 
velt leadership, he has cut for himself such a slab 
of cake, that before he has finished, he is apt to 
discover acute pains in his little round tummy. 


frankness and honesty in utterance. In no one did 
that trait reveal itself to a greater extent than in 
I. D. Evans. He was a man of intense convictions, 
eager to defend his opinion, and ready for the fray 
when battle was inevitable. And strangely, there 
was nothing obnoxious in his militance in behalf 
of those ideals to which he subscribed. * He found 
it possible to champion a cause, to conduct a cru- 
sade, and still retain the admiration and the deep 
respect of those over whom he rode. He had their 
respect because he was fair, and because when he 
spoke and when he wrote, those who could not 
agree with him nevertheless recognized the depth 
of his sincerity. 


Through a long period of years, Mr. Evans was 


a potent factor in moulding public thought in this 
state. He was not a hidebound partisan who could 
see only good in his own party and only evil in 
hose who belonged to an opposite one. He was a 
ree thinker along political lines who chose' to 
veigh both men and principles on the basis 'of 
deals, rather than by the political yardstick. He 
,vas a voluminous contributor to the press, and his 
easy flowing style, his colorful phraseology, his 
analytical and logical presentations of fact and of 
argument made him an imposing antagonist. 


With the ranks of pioneers thinning each year, 


t would be difficult to find one who spoke more 
eloquently of the days when Nebraska largely was 
plains and prairie than I. D. Evans. He typified in 
splendid fashion the superb courage of pioneer 
folk, the wholesome rational outlook of pioneer 
ife. 
Of such as Mr. Evans was early Nebraska.

School Reductions. 


Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 5. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: On Tuesday evening of this 
week—I think it was—there ap- 
peared a short article calling at- 
tention to the effect of the depres- 
sion upon the schools of Nebraska. 
More specifically a statement was 
made that reductions in the sums 
of money available had been re- 
duced "about one-fourth." In the 
interests of accuracy and in fair- 
ness to the'"plight of the -schools" 
in Nebraska, I want to call atten- 
tion to what I believe are the facts 
using the same sources as those to 
which the writer of this para- 
graph was apparently referring. 


The following are some note- 


worthy facts: 
• 1—Since the school year 1928-1929 the 
actual amounts of money available for all 
purposes have been reduced from a total 
of 833,033,340.09 to $21,983,155.00. 
This 
represents a reduction of slightly more 
than 33 per cent or practically one-third. 
2—Instructional costs Including teach- 
er's salaries, text books, laboratory sup- 
plies, and library books were reduced from 
$17,816,542.61 in 1930-1931 (the amount for 
the school year 1928-1929 was slightly less) 
to $11,389,231.69. This Is a reduction of 
more than 36 per cent. The reduction 
amounted to 35 per cent under the 1928- 
1929 
expenditures. 


3—Operation of school plant and main- 


tenance costs showed a decrease of 25 per 
cent in 1933-1934 as compared to that of 
1928-1929. 
4—Capital outlay expenditures In 1923- 
1923 were more than $1.896,000.00 and In 
1330-1031. $2,282,800.78. whereas in 1933- 
1934 they had been reduced to $389,812.52. 
This is a reduction of 80 per cent from 
the 1928-1929 figures and 83 per cent from 
the 1930-1931 figures.

Vines was a magnificent im- 


provement on the youngster who 
only a year ago made his profes- 
sional debut on the same cloth 
surface stretched over cement be- 
fore 14,637 who paid $30,000 at 
somewhat higher prices. 


Against the national 
doubles 


champions and Davis cup heroes, 
Vines was a superman in the 
gruelling baftle that wore Lott 
and Stoefen down completely and 
to the astonishment of all wound 


• up with the ancient Tilden 
the 


second strongest player on the 
court. 


Vines matched blonde, lanky 


' Stoefen's power and speed with 


even greater power and swiftness, 
blowing down the recent amateur 
. converts with his service in the 
pinches, drilling terrific forehands 
to the sidelines and baselines, 
smashing lobs and angling place- 
ments all over the court. 


The Spectacular Tilden. 


Vines held Tilden up most of 


the way against the canniness, and 
fine position play of the youngs- 
ters, but the old master aided him 
greatly in the pinches.

O'Connell Seeks 
Law to Require 
Hunting Badges 


A plan whereby all Nebraska 


hunters would be required to wear 
badges in addition to carrying 
hunting licenses, was outlined 
Thursday by Frank B. O'Connell, 
secretary of the state game, for- 
estation and parks commission. 
The idea, he said, is contained in 
a bill which he is drafting for sub- 
mission to the state legislature. 


"This plan has been tried suc- 


cessfully in several other states," 
O'Connell 
declared, "and has 


proven very satisfactory." He said 
that it had served to increase rev- 
enue, partly because of the psy- 
chological effect upon the hunters. 


"The proposed plan would make 


every citizen a game warden," 
O'Connell pointed out. "When he 
went hunting with his friends, he 
would know immediately whether 
they were licensed, whereas under 
the present plan, in which hunters 
carry their permits in their bill- 
fold, no one can tell whether any- 
one else is licensed or not." 


Under the plan, non-resident 


hunters would be given a differ- 
ent colored badge, which would 
also help to increase revenue.

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Jan 10— 


(AP)—Three bombs early today 
wrecked a restaurant and did 
widespread damage to a dozen 
stores and a theater at the prin- 
cipal intersection in South Bend's 
business district, scattering streets 
with debris and rousing citizens 
from their beds for blocks around.

Two huge safes in a neighboring 


jewelry store were overturned but 
were not blown open. 


Police said the restaurant had 


recently been involved in labor 
troubles through the employment 
of a non-union orchestra, and 
that pickets had surrounded the 
restaurant earlier in the evening.

The -world, he says, is in a 


spiritual decline, a decline of 
consciences and intelligences. Hu- 
manity has no longer a guiding 
light. The old beacons have gone 
out." 


Ullmo spent 15 of his 26 years 


in the French penal colony in 
Guiana on the famous Devil's 
island.
